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DETAILED ACTION 

The submission of amendment filed on 3/5/04 is acknowledged. At this point all claims 
left unchanged. Thus, claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 9-18, 22-28 are at issue in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions* be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be be-filed as-provided by 37 CFR - — 
1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Autorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Mr. 
Brice Faller on March 15, 2004. Thus, claim 25, line 1, delete "25" and insert "22". 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3, 6, 9-12, 22-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to Claim 1 the prior art of record does not disclose housing is formed with a 

circumferential flange, opening being formed in two halves with a channel concentric to an axis 

and channel engaging the flange when halves are assembled. 

Claims 3, 5, 6, 9-18, 26-28 are allowed as claims depended on claim 1.

Referring to Claim 13 the prior art of record does not disclose an outer hollow body 
including an area having a translucent material which serves as a projection screen onto which 
the images can be projected. 

Claims 14-18 are allowed as claims depended on claim 13. 

Referring to Claim 22 the prior art of record does not disclose at least one tubular sleeve 
fitted to at least one of inner hollow body and outer body and having translucent imagery. 

Claims 23-25 are allowed as claims depended on claim 22.
